EM PLOYING M ARRIED WOMEN 
In refusing to re-employ *ix women teaehers who 
had been m arried within the laet year, the board of 
education Monday night answered some- of the com ­ 
plaint« against m arried women as teachers. Ju st how 
well the«* com plaints were answered rem ains to be 


seen. 
By thus settltiR a precedent, the board at least 
started in the direction dem anded from tim e to time 
by some people who believe women should not be 
employed after they are m arried. The first step was 
taken a year or two ago when the board by reso­ 
lution determ ined not to employ m arried women to 
fill any vacancy 
T hat resolution was not observed 
In every instance, but now th at action has been taken 
peered-'nt Itself no doubt will determ ine the board’s 
future course 
No action waa taken to remove five or six other 
teachers who have beet) m arried more than a year 
and two in clerical positions who are m arried 
T hat 
raises the question as to w hether com plainants will 
be entirely satisfied with the board’s action this week. 
This question of having m arried women on the 
teaching staffs of public schools is an okl one th at 
b n . been troublesome in other cities as well as in 
Salem. Left to their own Judgment, rath er th an listen 
to com plaints of those who think m urried women 
Should step out in favor of .single girls who m ust earn 
a living, most boards of education would give the 
m arriage question little thought. Q ualifications for a 
good teacher are not determ ined by m arriage. Parents 
are more lntcraated in knowing th at com petent teach­ 
ers are training their children in school, th an they 
«re in knowing w hether those teachers are m arried. 
Some m arried women have been doing an o u t­ 
standing job as teacher* in Balem ’a schools. 
Their 
places can be filled, of course, but not with the sam e 
results the first year or two th at obtained when the 
m urried teachers stepped out. Not every young m an 
anrl young woman who prepares for the teaching 
profes. ion is necessarily qualified to do a good Job. 
It’s a question w hether the b oards action has solved 
any problem, except to unswer a few complaints.

The best known source is the ex­ 
haust of the automobile 
I em phasize the passible effects 
of th is gas for I want all of my 
readers to realize its dangers. C ar­ 
bon monoxide may be liberated by 
a faulty coal or gas stove, a leaky 
gas Jet, a defective chim ney Hue, a 
break in the gas tubing, and escape 
from any appliance in which coal, 
wood, gas or gasoline is used as 
fuel. 
W hen the ir.is is taken Into the 
lungs and absorbed by the body, it 
combines with the hemoglobin or 
coloring m atter Of the blood, which 
Is intended to carry oxygen, essen­ 
tial 
to the m aintenance of life. 
W hen this happens,and the am ount 
of poison gas la sufficient, death 
follows 
If the gas escapes In sm all 
quantities, the victim com plains of 
dull headache, sluggishness of mind 
and body, with inability to continue 
a t work. 
Was Common 
T his used to be a common form 
of poisoning In certain workshops 
and factories where ventilation was 
insufficient. 
Today this danger is 
guarded against by the installation 
of proper ventilating systems and, 
In the face of necessity, the w ear­ 
ing of protective masks. Poisoning 
Is now rare in factories and w ork­ 
shops because protective m easures 
are enforced.
